Mean  Tjmi  ib  the  time  indicated  by  a  well-regulated  elook  er  watch  run- 
ning without  variation,  so  ss  to  mske  the  day,  or  24  hears, equal  to  the 
3\!ean  T>o.o  at  whiehthe  Sun  comes  to  the  meridi«n  daring  the  year.  Ap- 
pureut  Time  is  tiie  time  which  makes  ths  San  come  t»  the  meridian  every 
d-'iy  at  12  o'clock.  On  account  of  the  e'.iptieity  oi  the  earth's  orb't,  a»d 
its  ii'ciinyii. >u  to  the  equator,  the  sun  does  not  always  come  to  the  merid- 
ian in  exactly  the  same  time  ;  and  hence,  Apparent  Time  is  irregular,  and 
e.thei  urucualiy  falls  helind  Msa»  Time,  or  gains  en  it,  sometimes  to  the 
atnooiH  of  more  than  sateen  minutes.  When  thejann  comes  to  the  merid- 
ian earlier  than  the  Mean  Time,  it  is  said  to  be  fast:  but  when  it  comes  to 
it  later,  it  is  >vd  to  be  slow  ;  asd  the  amount  by  which  Apparent  Tims 
diffeis  from  Mean  Time  is  called  the  Equation  of  Time.  In  order  to  set 
a  timepitc-e  &cr  ordn;g  to  Mean  Time,  it  is  necass'ary  to  have  a  dial,  or-noon 
mark;  and  ailc-.vauce  must  be  made  for  the  Equation  of  Time.  This

Sa u=age  Meat. — After  -ever?.]  years  experience,  I  hive  found  the  follow- 
ing r*eioe  to  he  tbe  best  for  preparing  sausage  ineat  I  have  over  seen  : 

To  50  Iba.  of  chopped  meat,  add  1}  lbs  of  Ei.lt,  4  oz.  of  good  black  psppsr, 
14  table  spconfu'ls  of  cage. 

How  to  Make  Tallow- Candles  Hard — Take  the  leaf  of  the  Prickly 
Pear,  Bay  four  or  lire  cut  upar.d  boil  with  one  pound  of  tallow,  and  your 
oandies  will  surprije  you  for  bardnoss. 

To  Preserve  Butteh. — Take  two  quarts  of  beat  common  salt,  one  ouneo 
of  sugar,  one  ounce  saltpetre,  all  finely  pulverized  and  d.y;  then  thoroughly 
mix-  the  whole  together,  and  take  one  ounce  of  the  mixture  for  each  pound  of 
butiev,  wrrk  well  into  tbe  mm  andc!o?o  it  up  for  use. 

'  It  should  bsromemberod  ibat  butterthus  prepared  requires  to  stand  a 
iBOnth  before  it  is  rea'dy  for  use.  If  it  is  sooner  opened  the  salt  is  not  suffi- 
ciently blended"  i-.ith  it,  and  sometimes  th,e  coolness  of  the  saltpetre  will  be 
perceived,  which  totally  disappear  afcerward?. 

Butter  being  prepared  for  immediate  use,  had  better  be  put  up  without  tbe 
saltpetre,  but  the  sugar  in  the  proportions  above  given,  may  be  used  with 
great  advuntage,  as  the  sugar  gives  "butter  an  extra  good  flavor,  and  has  a 
tendency  to  .keep  it  sweet,  and  prevent  its  besoming  rancid.

Pa  B31!hvin«  Butter. — A  patent  has  been  eeoursd  by  W.Clark,  ef  Len. 
don,  for  the  folbwing  method  ot  preserving  butter.  The  butter  is  first  well 
beaten  in  the  usual  manner  after  churning,  then  placed  between  linen  cloth*, 
and  submitted  to  severe  pressure  for  removing  whey  and  water  ft  is  new 
completely  enveloped  or  covered  with  c  ean  white  napsr,  whiah  isepitedon 
bothsidef  with  a  preparation  of  the  white  o»  eggs,  in  which  fifteen  grains  of 
salt  is  used  for  each  egsr.  This  nrepired  pipei  ts  firs:  dried,  then  heated  be- 
fore a  fire,  or  with  a  hot  iron,  lust  nrior  to  wrapp-n?  it  reund  the  butter.  It 
is  stated  that  butter  may  be  Kept  perfectly  sweet  withoa  any  salt  for  tw» 
months,  when  thus  treated,  if  placed  in  a  cool,  dry  cellar.  The  subaiTttiag  of 
butter  to  pressure  as  desoribed,  is  a  good  olan,  and  oa»  wj'.oh  we  reooiaraead 
to  all  our  farmers.    They  can  easily  practice  it  with  a  final:  theese  press. 

Stahcb  or  Home  Masufactuhb. — T,ive  a  peck  of  anground  wheat  of 
the  best  quality,  pick  and  soak  it  carefully.  Next  put  iato  »  tub;  pour  en  suffi- 
cient ctenr,  soft  water  to  cover  it,  and  then  set  it  in  the  san.  Be  sure  te 
change  tlft  water  every  4 ay,  Keeping  it  in  tag-eon  as  math  as  possible,  or 
an  equally  wirm  p'ace  in  the  hou<»,  should  the  weather  prove  anfayorable. 
When  all  the  grains  of  wh»at  hare  bsooma  quite  soft,  rub  it  woll  in  your 
hands,  and  separate  J  t  from  the  husks,  which  must  be  thrown  inte  another  tub. 
Let  thesoft  wlwatssttle  in  a  mass,  aad  tbea  pour  off  the  wtter  and  put  ea 
fre?h;  stir  it  well,  and  Ut  it  settle  again  Rspeat  this  every  day,  till  the  last 
water  comes  off  clear  and  colorless.  Then  pqur  the  water  finally  off.  Take 
the  starch  out  of  tits  tub,  collect  it  in  a  thin  big  and  hairg  it  for  a  few  days 
in  the  sun  ;  after  which  spread  on  dishis  er  a  sheet  to  dry. 

Saltwo  ard  Smoking  Mbat. — The  folhwing  method,  whic'i  reqnires  enly 
forty-eight  hours,  may  be  adopted  for  salting  and  smokng  meat :  A  quan- 
tity of  saltpetre,  equal  to  the  common  salt  that  would  be  reqaired  for  the 
roe  it  in  the  usual  way,  must  b  i  dissolved  in  water.
